PATIENT HAWAII 
TO/HILE we here in mainland United States 
W 
are concerned, as never before, in the 
national election of a President, in the Terri­ 
tory of Hawaii, on November 5th, there will 
be held an event without precedent in all 
American history. 
There her people will bt' 
engaged in a plebiscite, expressing by popu­ 
lar vote their long-standing, deep-seated de­ 
sire for parity with the rest of the country 
by admission into the Union as a full-fledg­ 
ed state. 
To any citizen of the United States, who 
has once visited this glorious group of 
islands, this event is sure to take on new and 
important significance, for if ever a territory 
deserved 
this recognition, 
Hawaii 
surely 
does. 
It has now been 28 years since a new state 
has been joined to the Union—and Hawaii 
has been patiently, and deservedly waiting 
for its statehood for 42 years! 
n point of 
population, intelligence of its citizens, and 
loyalty to the ideals that have made America 
great, no territory has ever been more out­ 
standing.. Not to mention its present unique 
economic and military assets. 
For the fiscal year of 1929 payment to the 
Federal Bureau of Internal Revenue was 
nearly $12,OOO,OOH,OOO. 
This exceeded the 
payment made by 12 states. 
Although a 
Territory, Hawaii stands in a group of IO 
states as making larger tax contributions to 
the Federal Government than they receive 
back in Federal spendings. Certainly a pow­ 
erful argument for real representation with 
its own Senators and Representatives at 
Washington. 
On my visit to Hawaii last year I visited 
the law-making body at Honolulu and listen­ 
ed to the intelligent discussion of Hawaiian 
affairs. 
I talked with the Territorial Gover­ 
nor, and with many of the legislators, and 
when I got back home I visited Delegate 
King in Washington— and I have never talk­ 
ed with men more worthy to represent a 
great state in the affairs of our government. 
Such men as Samuel Wilder King—-now Dele­ 
gate at Washington for Hawaii, Joseph R. 
Farrington— iii the Hawaiian Senate as lead­ 
er, or my friend— Rily Allen, who for some­ 
thing like a quarter of a century has edited 
Hawaii’s fine newspaper, the Star-Bulletin, 
would adci lustre to the halls of Congress in 
Washington. 
Those brave missionaries, who sailed away 
to Hawaii a hundred years ago, and who so 
early imbued the native people of that earth­ 
ly paradise with the principles of religion, 
the worship of God, and the great ideals of 
liberty and freedom, surely deserve recogni­ 
tion for their long and faithful service. 
If 
for no other reason Hawaii deserves the 49th 
star in the American flag! 
Let us hope that 
we will soon see it a fact.
